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I return from Havana after fruitful discussions with the leaders of Cuba. 
These discussions were conducted strictly in the context of my correspondence 
with Premier Fidel Castro, resulting from the proceedings of the Security Council 
meetings, There was agreement that the United Nations should continue to participate 
in the peaceful settiement of the problem. 

Curing my stay in Havana, I was reliably informed that the dismantling of 
the wissiles ard their installations was already in progress and that this process 
should be completed vy Friday. Thereafter, there που] ccme their shipment and 
return to the Soviet Unicn, arrangements for wnich are understood to be in hand. 

One last word. At my reauest, the Cuban Government has agreed to return, on 


humanitarian grounds, the body of Major Anderson to the United States.
